BIOGRAPHIES 


DANIELLE GUMMING 

Classical guitarist Danielle Gumming is well known as a performer and teacher. Her performances have been 
broadcast in the United States and in Canada on national television and radio. In addition to giving recitals in 
North America and Europe, Gumming has served on international guitar competition juries and is in high demand 
for her skill as a teacher in master class settings. As such, she is regularly featured at international guitar festivals. 

Danielle holds a Doctor of Music in Performance from McGill University and a Master of Music in 
Performance from the University of Toronto, where she studied with the renowned guitarist Norbert Kraft. After a 
year of study in Spain, Gumming released her solo CD, postcards, a recording of 20th century repertoire with 
world music influences. 

Danielle is head of the Guitar Area at SU, and is Artistic Director of the Marlow Guitar Series which presents 
concerts, masterclasses and education outreach in schools in the Washington DC area. Danielle is endorsed by 
the D'Addario guitar string company. 

WILLIAM M. FOLGER 

William M. Folger, professor of music, appointed to the Salisbury University Music Program faculty in 2003 is in 
demand as a guest conductor, collaborative pianist, clinician and adjudicator throughout the region. Having 
recently completed his duties as co-chair of the Department of Music, Theatre and Dance, he teaches conducting, 
and, as director of choral activities, he conducts the University Chorale, Salisbury Chorale, Chamber Choir, and 
musical theatre and opera productions. Dr. Folger has performed with the Bel Canto Company, Inc., a 
professional vocal ensemble based in North Carolina. Recently, Folger was invited to conduct at Carnegie Hall, 
New York City, for a future performance. His recent musical director credits at SU include the musicals Hairspray, 
Cabaret, Jesus Christ Superstar mi the opera The Old Maid and the Thief. This spring, he is music director for the 
musical Hair mi will conduct the Chorale on a tour of Italy. By invitation, he directed the High School Honors 
Choir in Charles County, MD, the All-Shore High School Chorus in Easton and the Worcester County Senior High 
Chorus. Dr. Folger earned his Doctor of Musical Arts in conducting from The University of North Carolina at 
Greensboro (UNCG). 

LEE KNIER 

Lee Knier is the director of the Salisbury Pops at Salisbury University where he also teaches courses in 
instrumental music and ear training. He has served as assistant conductor of the New Jersey Youth Symphony 
and assistant director of bands at Temple University. He graduated from Temple University and Arcadia University 
with degrees in music performance and music education. 

A trombonist, Knier performs regularly with the Mid-Atlantic Symphony Orchestra. He has also performed 
with the St. Peter by the Sea Orchestra, Metro Lyric Opera Orchestra, Brookdale Big Band, Nelson Riddle 
Orchestra and the Glenn Miller Orchestra directed by Buddy DeFranco.
